ALL ENGLAND = ASTOUNDED 


Gelleved That the British Walked Into 
a Boer Trap. 


BIG ENGLISH FORCE NOW IN DANGER 


People Are Clamoring for News, and 
Are Blue Over the Disaster. 
War Office Declares There 
Is No Late News 
To Give Out. 


London, November 1.—All England was 
astounded yesterday by the announcement 
from the war office of a crushing British 
defeat and the capture of the Royal Irish 
Fusiliers and the Gloustershire regiment, 
the cream of the English troops in South 
Africa. 

The news was received early in the 
mcrning and came in the shape of a dis- 
patch from General White, who takes 
the entire blame for the disaster. Defeat 
would have been sufficient to cause dis- 
“pleasure, but the announcement of the 
capture of more than 2,000 men, together 
with almost fifty officers, has added to 
the seriousness of the situation, and all 
late news is eagerly awaited. 

Subsequent dispatches show that the 
capture of the trovups now at Ladysmith 
is serious, and news of a further-retreat 
would not be _ surprising. The Boers 


occupy a strong position, and with their 
force it seems certain that an attack on 
the remaining troops is impending.

GEN. WHITE MAY WITHDRAW. 


London, October 31.—The dispatch from 


General White, commanding the Brit- 


ish forces at Ladysmith, reporting that | 


White’s dispatch to the war office: 


Ladysmith, October 30.—(10:30 p. m.) 
I have to report a disaster to the col- 
umn sent by me to take a position on 
a hill to guard the left flank of the 
troops. In these operations today the 
Royal Irish Fusiliers, No. 10 mountain 

battery and the Gloucestershire reg- 
iment were surrounded in the hills 
and after losing heavily had to ca- 
pitulate. The casualties have not yet 
been ascertained. 

A man of the Fusillers, employed 
as a hospital orderly, came in under 
a flag of truce with a letter from the 
survivors of the column, who asked 
for assistance to bury the dead. I 
fear there is no doubt of the truth of 
the report. 

I formed a plan in the carrying out 


; one 


of which the disaster oceurred, and I 
am alone responsible for the plan. 
There is no blame whatever to the 
troops, as the posKion was untenable. 
General White, in a subsequent dis- 

patch gives the mames of the officers 
taken prisoners. They number for- 
ty-two, of whom five were wounded. 

At the government office no effort was 
made to conceal the feeling of dismay 
caused by the receipt of the news from 
General White. Qne official said to a 
representative of the Associated Press: 

It is inexplicable, and I am sorry to 
say that its moral effect is inestima- 
able. We have lost heavily in many 
wars and have had regiments al- 
most wiped out, but to have regiments 
captured, and by the Boers—it is ter- 
rible. 

an official of the war office said to the 
representative of the Associated Press: 

‘This disaster is more likely due to 
the craze of our younger officers to dis- 
tinguish themselves, obtain mention in 
the dispatches and earn the Victoria 
cross, than to the fault of that splen- 
dian veteran, General White, in spite of 
his avowal.” 

The war office has sent the following 
dispatch to Buller: 

“Three extra battalions of foot and 
mountain battery. with reserves, 
will leave England during the course of 
ten days to make good the casualties.”’ 


IS EAGERLY SOUGHT. 


NEWS 


London, October 31.—There was a con- 
tinuous stream of callers at the war 
office until a late hour, everybody anx- 
fously inquiring regarding yesterday's 
casualties, but the war office declared 
trat nothing had been received since Sir 
George White's dispatch communicating 
the news of the capture of the Royal 
Irish Fusiliers and the Gloucestershire 
reciment. 

Tlis dalay in getting further intelli- 
gence is attributed in part to the break 
down of the east coast cable, but it 
stands to reason that the war office must 
be possessed of further news, which it is 
probably not thought advisable should be 
published as yet. 

The disaster has caused a feeling akin 
to consternation and in Gloucestershire 
and the north of Ireland, where the cap- 
tired regiments were recruited, the black 
and gloom prevails, families awaiting 
with beating hearts the names of the 
killed and wounded, which are fully ex- 
pected to reach .a high figure. Many 
homes are already in mourning in conse- 
quence of losses sustained by these regi- 
ments in previous engagements. 

Public anxiety was increased by a spe- 
cial dispatch from Ladysmith, published 
in the late editions of the London after- 
noon papers, to the.effect that before 
darkness yesterday the Boers reoccupied 
the old position held by their. heavy ar- 
tillery, which General White had re- 
ported silenced by the guns of the naval 
brigade from the Powerful, and 
opéned fire again.

It is estimated that at least 20,- 
000 Boers came through Laing’s Nek, and 
that the Free State forces, which went 
through Van Reenen and Tintwa passes 
numbered 13,000.

The 
United States military attache in Lon- 
don reports that what are believed to be 
General Joubert’s official figures show the 
strength of the allied armies to be 50,364 
men of all arms. ‘The British now have 
in South Africa 12,000 regulars and 14,900 
volunteers. By November Ist this force 
will have been increased by 10,000, making 
a total of 36,000. The further projected 
re-enforcements for the Cape are 52,338 
regulars and emall contingents from Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and Canada. Half of 
these re-enforcements are already on the 
sea. When all the troops designated for 
service in South Africa have arrived there 
England will have a force of nearly ,- 
000 men in the field. The strength of the 
army which the duke of Wellington had 
at his disposal to crush the power of the 
great Napoleon at Waterloo was 67,655 
men, of whom only about 24,000 were 
British. Ragran ep weroeeresee sets yy ieee

British Were Trapped. 

From the scanty advices received up to 
11 o’clock it seems tolerably certain that 
the disaster was simply a repetition of the 
battle of Majuba hill, though on a larger 
scale. The two regiments were allowed to 
march into a trap set for them.

As 
for yesterday's casualty, it seems in- 
excusable that the two regiments 
should have been allowed to sepa- 
rate themselves from the main body, 
especially with a considerable swarm 
of th2 enemy against them. I know 
I am expressing the opinion of many 


military officers. 

We are disgusted with the war office 
for having prematurely allowed the 
issuance of glowing reports of victo- 
ries without equal frankness and 
promptitude in disclosing the circum- 
stances discounting these reports. 


Rumors of White’s Removal. 
General Sir George White's honest ad- 
mission of full responsibility ang the 
terms of his dispatch are regarded fn 
some circles as virtually placing his case 
in the hands of the home authorities, 
and it is even rumored late this evening 
that the war office has already decided 
to supersede him. The report, however, 
is discredited in well informed quar- 

ters.

MPKINLEY SPEAKS 
TO VIRGINIANS 


Was Present at Launching of 
Torpedo Boat Shubrick 


RICHMONG'S WARM GREETING 


President Referred To Virginia's Par 
ln Many Wars. 


PAID TRIBUTE TO HER GREAT MEN 


Torpedo Boat Was Christened by Lit- 
tle Miss Carrie Shubrick, of 
North Carolina, and Launch- 
ing a Success—Other 
Addresses. 


Richmond, Va., October 31.—The dem- 
onstration here tod2y was a success in 
many respects, despite the forbidding 
| weather. The civic carnival parade had to 
be abandoned until tomorrow, and the 
decorations of the buildings presented a 
bedraggled and woebegone appearance. 
But the people, residents as well as visi- 
tors from other Virginia cities and points 
outside of the city who came to witness 
the launching and see the president, were 
enthusiastic and as far as possible put 
the bes. foot foremost. 

The presidential train arrived on time, 
and as it skirted through the suburbs of 
the city, the howitzer battery fired a 
presidential szlute. At Elba station, in 
the west end, where the president de- 
barked and took a carriage for the Jef- 
ferson hotel, he was formally welcomed 
by Mayor Taylor, who spoke as follows: 

Mr. President: This occasion demands sim- 
Ply an old Virginia welcome, and as mayor 
and the representative of every man, woman 
and child in this community, I bid you and 
your distinguished associates a hearty wel- 
come to this hictoric city. We are mindful of 
the fact that you have shown by your patriotic 
utterances that you stand for the whole re- 
public, and in consideration of the higher pur- 
pose of binding the sections together, which 
were once unhappily divided, we throw aside 
| all differences. We esteem you as the president 
|of our entire country, and as such- we greet 
you and thank you sincerely for your kind- 
ness in coming to our celebration of an event, 
which is an epoch in our commercial history. 

You and your distinguished associates have 
_honored us, and we shall show our appre- 
ciation of it by doing all in our power to make 
your visit pleasant. 

The response of the president was as 
| follows: 

Mr. Mayor and My Fellow Citizens: I only 
appear for a moment to give heartfelt response 


|to the warm and cordial welcome given to me 
| by the people of the city of Richmond, through 
| its honored chief executive officer. Your mayor 
|has kindly alluded to the good feeling which 
everywhere prevails, and I can only in reply- 
_ing say that if in the slightest degree I have 
contributed to the unification of the country, 
it is the proudest honor of my life. 1 am to 
| speak for a few minutes this afternoon, and 
' so, only thanking you, Mr. Mayor, and /my 
fellow citizens, for this welcome, I bid you all 
| good morning. 

Immediately after this ceremony the 
president and party were driven to the 
Jefferson hotel and held an informal and 

| somewhat enforced reception in the 
franklin street lobby of the building. It 
is estimated that a thousand persons 
shook hands with him before he would 
permit the police to clear the way for him 
to go to his private apartments. 

A little later luncheon was served in 
the dining room of the hotel, some 300 
persons sitting down, and then the presi- 
dentia] party were driven to the shipyard, 
the president being warmly cheered all 
along the route. 

President McKinley’s Speech. 
At the yard an immense crowd had as- 

sembled and the president, having been 
introduced from the stand by Mayor Tay- 
lor, spoke as follows: 


Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen: .I am glad 
to meet my fellow citizens of Richmond and to 
join with them in this interesting celebration in 
honor of the launching of the torpedo boat 
Shubrick, built in this city, of American ma- 
terial, by the labor of American workingmen, 
for the use of the American navy. I congratu- 
late the builders and workmen upon this evi- 
dence of their skill and industry, so creditable 
to the manufacturing company and so highly 
commended by the officers of the government. 

This is not the first contribution which Rich- 
mond has made to our splendid navy. She equip- 
ped the warship Texas with all her machinery, 
boilers and engines, which were tried and tested 
with entire satisfaction in the brilliant naval 
engagerrent in the harbor of Santiago, when 
that gallant vessel so gloriously assisted in the 
destruction of Cervera’s fleet, winning a memor- 
atle victory and hastening an honorable and 
eniuring peace. I heartily rejoice with the 
people of this great city upon its industrial 
revival and upon the notable prosperity it 
is feeling in all of its business enterprises. 
You are taking advantage of the commercial 
opportunities of the hour. You are advancing 
in manufacture, extending your markets and re- 
ceiving a deserved share of the world’s trade. 

What can be more gratifying to us than the 
| Present cenditions of the country? A universal 
'love of country and a noble national spirit 
/ animate all the people. We are on the best 
| of terms with each other and on most cordial 
| relat.ons with every power on earth. We have 
ample revenues with which to conduct the 
| Sovernment. No deficit menaces our credit. 
|Money is abundant in volume and unquestion- 

able in value. Confidence in the present and 
| faith in the future are firm and strong. The 
_ people are doing business on business principles 
| and should be let alone—encouraged rather than 
| hindered in their efforts to increase the trade 
|of the country and find new and profitable 
| markets for their products. Manufacturing was 
_hever so active and so universally erjoyed 
| throughout all the states. Work was never 80 
| abundant. The fransportaion companies were 
_nevei so taxed to handle the freight offered by

| It is apparent from this statement that 
| the vice president is in no condition to 
resume his political duties at Washing- 
ton. His family desire to announce that 
he will not return to Washington, nor 
will he again take part in public affairs. 
His condition today is such that a fatal 
result may ensue at any moment or his 
present condition may be indefinitely 
prolonged. 

There are several reasons why the ex- 
act nature of the vice president’s malady 
has ‘been withheld from the public. In 
the first place, the family has desired to 
reserve to itself the privilege of retain- 
ing such facts as were of a private na- 
ture, at the same time recognizing the 
right of the public to accurate informa- 
tion in the case of an invalid holding 
high pwblic office. Moreover, there were 
reasons connected with the vice presi- 
dent’s relations with the government 
which prompted a similar policy. This 
was done, however, not for the purpose 
of secrecy, but to avold embarrassment. 
In addition, the effect of publicity upon 
the vice president’s health had to be 
considered. He was a diligent reader of 
the newspapers and it was observed that 
the alarming reports which crept into 
the papers and there met the vice pres!- 
dent’s eye had a most unfavorable effect. 
For these reasons it was deemed advisa- 
ble to keep certain facts from the pub- 
Ife. 

Recently the family and physicians 
have decided to place the facts more 
clearly before those interested, and fhe 
following statement is, therefore, Issued 
in accordance with this plan: 

“The fllness of the vice president may 
be said to date from the fall of 1898, prior 
to his return to Washington in Novem- 


ber. At that time his physicians  ob- 
served symptoms of embarrassed respi- 
ration, with frequent attacks of angina 
pectoris. This condition responded read- 
ily to treatment, and when the vice presi- 
dent went to Washington in the latter 
part of November he was in good health. 
He stood remarkably well the strain and 
excitement incidental to the opening of 
congress and he was making favorable 
progress untfl in January he became a 
victim of the grip. Following this there 
was a return of the heart trouble, ac- 
companied with signs of degeneration. 
His ailment was diagnosed as dilated 
right heart due to myocarditis. 
“Toward the middle of March the vice 
president and his family, together with 
the presidential party, went to Thomas- 
ville, Ga., to visit Senator Hanna. The 
fatigue of the trip affected Mr. Hobart 
very unfavorably and his condition was 
further impaired by the intense heat and 
humidity then prevailing. As soon ag 
possible he was taken to Long Branch, 
where beneficial results from the sea air 
and quiet were expected. His progress 
toward recovery was not made, however, 
at the rate that was anticipated, and a 
trip to Lake Champlain with the fatigue 
and exposure incidental thereto has- 
tened rather than retarded the course of 
his disease. Since then his system has 
not responded to the ministrations of 
his physicians and the critical condition 
of the last few days has been the re- 
sult.

MAZET COMMITTEE

General Tracy Was the Chief Witness 
of the Day. 


HE TELLS ABOUT RAMAPO CO. 


Resigned Presidency on Account of 
Mr. Lamont’s Connection. 


SAID HE HAD RECEIVED A SALARY 


Witness Before the Committee De- 
clared He Would Not Testify 
Before Election. 


New York. October 31.—The Mazet in- 
vestigating committee resumed its hear- 
ings today. General Benjamin F. Tracy 
was the chief witness called and he was 
examined by Counsel Moss, Committee- 
man Hoffman and President Grout, of the 
borough of Brooklyn. 

General Tracy said in answer to Mr. 
Moss’s questions that he had been con- 
nected with the Ramapo Water Company 
since 1887; that he was its president in 
1895, and that he had never received a 
compensation except sixty-five shares of 
stock which he has since sold. General 
Tracy went on to say that he was presi- 
dent of the charter commission and was 
an ex-officio member of the committee 
of drafts. He had nothing to do, how- 
ever, with the drafting of any part of 
the charter relating to water supply. 

Among other reaso he gave for re- 
signing the office of pfegident of the com- 
pany was that he felt \hat no company 
would advance the ssary capital to 
develop it so long as one man, Mr. La- 
mont, who had been induced to become a 
shareholder, retained control. In addi- 
tion, le said the newspapers had begun 
to abuse him and vilify him for his 
partnership with Senator Platt’s son. 

Committeman Hoffman questioned Gen- 
eral Tracy regarding his relations with 
the Ramapo company in the way of a 
cross examination, and as to his returns 
as a shareholder with other companies. 
Gereral Tracy answered all the ques- 
tions, but protested against them. 

In order to ascertain just how much 
money the firm named Platt, Boardman 
& Tracy received from city corporations. 
public departments and city officials, Mr. 
Hoffman requested that Mr. Tracy pro- 
duce the books of the firm. This Gen- 
eral Tracy said he would pot do unless 
the committee requested and Chairman 
Mazet refused to make such a request.

MAJ. GLASSFORD DISCUSSES GOVERNMENT 


This Paper Accompanies the Report 
and Recommends Quite a Num- 
ber of Important Reforms. 


Washington, October 31.—The report of 
Brigadier General George W. Davis, 
commanding the department of Porto 
Rico, was made public today by the war 
Gepartment. It contains a large amount 
of interesting material on the social, com- 
mercial and political conditions in the is- 
land. 

General Davis calls attention to the 
fact that he has refrained from making 
anything that might be construed as a 
promise of what ultimate action would 
be taken by congress for the government 
of the island. and says that his aim has 
been to promote the well being of the 
people under existing conditions. A gen- 
eral spirit of contentment, he says. reigns 
throughout the department. General Da- 
vis closes his report, which is dated 
August 15th, with a brief statement as 
to the great hurricane of 1899, and extends 
his thanks to the war department for the 
prompt aid rendered him in caring for 
the destitute. 

Accompanying the report is an inter- 
esting discussion upon the government 
of Porto Rico by Major W. A. Glassford. 
Among the suggestion for reforms offer- 
ed by Major Glassford is one that a 
market for sugar, coffee and tobacco 
is irdispensable to the well being of the 
island. He says that a reduction of du- 
ties on Porto Rican products entering 
the United States and also on some Amer- 
ican products entering Porto Rico would 


facilitate the development of trade rela- | 


tions between the two countries. A re- 
moval of the duty of Porto Rican sugar, 
he says, would double the output, and 
the same ingrease doubtless would take 
place in coffee and tobacco. He says 
it would be also advantageous to remove 
the existing duty on such machinery and 
its repair parts as are used in the pro- 
duction of these crops.

Boers are advancing over the Helpma- 
kaar road. A big camp of Boers is to be 
formed between Harrismith bridge and 
Potgietare farm camp, at Dewdrop, which 
it is said will extend four miles. 

An Englishman who has arrived at Ali- 
wanorth from Pretoria, whence he was 
expelled by way of Bloemfontein, says 
that when he left Pretoria all the stores 
there were carrying on business as usual. 
President Kruger was still there and he 
did not see any wounded at Johannes- 
burg. Some of the Transvaal papers are 
still published and contain glowing ac- 
counts of the success of the Boer army, 
saying that Kimberley and Mafeking are 
expected to fall at any moment, while 
Bechuanaland is conquered and annexed; 
that the republican arms are also suc- 


cessful in Natal, and that the burghers 
march 


are continuing their victorious 
south, capturing British prisoners and 
stores. The papers admit that the battle 
of Elandslaagte was a reverse for the 

Boers, who lost thirty killed, had many 
wounded and that eighty-five Boers were 
made prisoners. Ladysmith, according to 
the Boer newspapers, is soon to be taken. 

The Englishman added that the Boers 
are absolutely confident of their ultimate 
triumph and believe the whole of Natal 
is atready practically in their hands. 

A dispatch from Vryburg dated Octo- 
her 25th gives a report of a speech of 
Commandant Delarey when hoisting the 
Boer flag there. He declared that the 
flag of the republic was now floating 
over the whole country north of the 
Orange river and that the British flag 
would never again fly there unless hoist- 
ed over the dead bodies of the burghers. 

Complete order prevails at Vryburg. 

Wormded Doing Well. 

Advices from Kimberley under date of 
October 27th, received through a dis- 
patch rider at Orange river October %th, 
report that all the wounded are progress- 
ing favorably. It also appears that as 
they are unable to blow up the pliers of 
the Modder river bridge, the Boers are 
demolishing them stone by stone. They 
have blown up practically every culvert 
from the Modder river to the Orange 
river. An armored train, strongly sup- 
ported, made a réconnoisance October 
27th and found the Boers still at Spytfon-

A Kaffir King in Louisville. 

In the garb of an ordinary house ser- 
vant Cohanda, who claims to be the king’ 
of a Kaffir tribe in Africa, is working 
at the Louisville hotel. He has. been in 
Louisville for the past six years. Few of 
his fellow servants know of the royal 
pretensions of this African Cohanda, or 
“chief,” as he is called, as he has been 
at the hotel only for the past three 
months. Previous to that time he work- 
ed at various manufacturing establisn- 
ments. Once he started a saloon in 
Pertland, but his confidence in the ne- 
groes was too great and the result was 
that he lost all he had saved. Cohanda 
says he came to this country with forty- 
ore of his tribesmen to the world’s fair, 
and that after the big show had closed 
he started out to tour the country. In 
his possession he claims to have had 
$32,000 worth of diamonds belonging to 
the royal family. He says he was robbed 
of these by two men whom he had en- 
gaged as attendants. Penniless, he de- 
termined not to return to his kingdom, 
Lut await until he had made enough to 
go home in proper style. Then followed 
his coming to Loufsville. The claim that 
he’ was educated at Oxford has some 
support in his conversation, which is ex- 
cellent. He is careful in the use of 
words and has rather an English accent, 
“My kingdom,” he said, ‘‘embraced 40,000 
tribesmen. They are all full-blooded 
Kaffirs. My father sent me to Oxford 
to be educated, and I remained in Eng- 
land for eight years. Nearly twenty 
years ago I assumed the throne and 
held it until the world’s fair, when I 
came to this country. I left on the 
throne my first cousin, who is still ruling. 
My son, the crown prince, is in school 
in England. My country is what is 
known as the Upper Kaffir region, and 
is about 600 miles from Pretoria, the seat 
of Kruger’s country. I have seen and 
met Kruger frequently. My tribesmen 
are friendly to the Boers, and if I were 
home now I would lead 10,000 warriors 
against the British. I have confidence 
in the Boers, and believe they will win 
out in the fight against the British. The 
English can fight in the open, but war- 
fare in Africa is in the jungle.’ 

He 
says he has four wives at home. Hie 
Was married when he was twelve.

Estimates of Population. 


There has been a good deal of guessing 
at the population of the United States as 
it will be shown by the census of 1900. 
These guesses, based upon different meth- 
ods of estimating the increase, as com- 
pared with the per cent of gain for each 
decade in the past, range from 72,500,000 
to 80,000,000. The population of the coun- 
try, according to the census of 1890. was 
62,622,250. The population in 1880 was 50,- 
155,783; in 1870, 38,550,371; in 1860, 31,433,321: 
in 1850, 23,191,876. The per cent of gain in 
| the decade ending in 1850 was 35.83: that 

in 1860 it was 25.11; in 1870, it was 22.65: in 
1880, it was 30.08, and in 1890, it was 24.8. 
Mr. Farquhar, statistical expert of the 
department of agriculture, has recently 
made some speculative calculations. He 
makes four different estimates, in which 
conditions affecting the rate of populati6n 
increase are carefully considered, and 
tests each of the results by past cen- 
Buses as far back as 1820. The results 
differ somewhat. The first calculation 
gives the probable population in 1900 as 
73,648,000; the second reaches 74,693,000: the 
third 75,679,000. and the fourth 74,466,000, 
Mr. Farquhar expresses his preference 
for the third result, and believes that in 
1900 the population will be found to be be- 
tween 75,000,000 and 76,000,000, 


Great Catch of Whales. 


The steam whaler Jeannette has arrived 
at San Francisco from the Arctic, after 
the most successful cruise of the season. 
She left here last January, and during 
the interval the crew sucreeded in tak- 
ing eighteen whales, or a few less than 
all the rest of the fleet combined. The 


leviathans yielded 34,000 pounds of whale- 
bone, valued in round figures at $100,000. 
The whalebone will be shipped east, and 
from New York will go to France.

President- of Philippine Commission 
Gives His Views. 


INTERFERENCE UNNECESSARY 


Thinks Agreement Is Best for Aj} 
Parties Concerned. 


POLIGAMY ANB SLAVERY ARE OLD CUSTOMS 
They Are a Part of the Religion, ang 
Any Interference Would Causa 
a Bloody War. 


Washington, &ctober 31.—In view of the 
current discussion of the military agree. 
ment between General Bates and the 
sultan of Sulu the views of President 
Schurman, of the Philippine commission, 
on the subject are interesting. 

Mr. Schurman was first 
Americans to visit Jolo, the sat of Span. 
ish government in the Sulu archipelago, 
and had an extended interview with 
the sultan befere the arrival of Genera] 
Bates. The arrangement entered into 
between General Bates sultan 
was considerably influenced by this meet.

Although the full text of the agreement 
with the sultan has not been made pub- 
lic by the Washington it 
can be stated that it practically conforms 
to the previous convention existing be- 
tween the sultan and the Spanish govern- 
ment.

right to suppress piracy in its waters and 
to prevent the pericdic migrations of the 
oathbound Mohammedans who went to 
the northern islands under a vow to kijl 
Christians and thus secure an entrance 
into Paradise. 
Professor Schurman Talks. 


Professor Schurman said today when 
questioned about the probable continu. 
ance of polygamy and slavery in ths 
islands after they came under the Ameri- 
can dominion that this was a subject 
which would have to be dealt with in the 
most careful fashion to bring an ulti- 
mately satisfactory solution. He said: 

It seems to me that were it not for the ig- 
norance displayed, the present hue and cry 
about polygamy and slavery in these islands 
would be absolutely criminal. In taking over 
the Sulu group we have aequired no rights 
of any sort there except those bequeathed us 
by Spain. She was bound by her agreement 
with the sultan not to interfere with the re- 
ligion or customs of the islands and it woud 
be most unwise for us to attempt this by force 
when it can be ultimately accomplished by the 
slower method of civilization and education. 
The Sulu group proper contains about 100,00 
inhabitants They are all Mohammedans, as 
are about 150,000 of the residents of Minda- 
noa, directly east. To attempt to interfere 
with the religion of these people would pre- 
cipitate one of the bloodiest wars in which 
this country has ever been engaged. Th¥ 
are a different race physically and mentally 
from the residents of the Viscayan isles 
powerful men and religious ‘fanatics of, the 
most pronounced type, who care roth 
death and believe that the road to heaven can 
be attained by killing Christians. Polygamy 
is a part of their religion, and slavery, about 
which so much is being said just now, isa 
mild type of feudal bondage. 

Friendly to Americans. 

The sultan believes from what he has seen 
of Americans that they are ready to be friend- 
ly and deal honestly by him. Our soldiers 
and officers already travel into the interior 
of Jolo with perfect impunity, where Spaniards 
never dared to set foot. It has been suggested 
indirectly to the sultan that he should maine 
tain an American of good standing as 4 com 
fidential adviser at his court to aid him is 
the work of material development for whict 
the beautiful group of islands is ready, and 
which is bound to come when they are throwa 
in touch with the civilized. I believe that he 
will take kindly te this suggestion. We 
have before us in this case the example of 
England in her various possessions. It has 
been shown that semi-barbarous people fre 
quently can be led where they could not be 
driven. 

I have been already harshly criticized for tak- 
ing this stand in regard to the Sulu islands 
since 1 returned to the United States, but & 
is my honest belief that what I have just 
stated is the truth and that any attempt to 
interfere by force in the Sulu islands at this 
time will bring on a bloody and wholly Um 
necersary war.

Atlanta Pioneer Society Held an Im- 
portant Meeting. 


RESOLUTIONS ARE ADOPTED 


Matter Now in <Iands of Historian 
Will Be Turned Over to Com- 
mittee and Literary Man. 


The 
meeting at the office of J. 
No. 7 South Broad strest, 
ternoon., 

A pleasant Incident of the meeting was 
the presentation to the society of a large 
and beautiful bouquet, the gift of Mrs. 
JuHa Carlisle Withers, “Atlanta’s pio- 
neer babe,” who was the first baby 
born in Atlanta. The gift was highly ap- 
preciated by the members and was ac- 
cepted by a rising vote of thanks. Mrs. 
Withers is the daughter of Willis Car- 
lisle, who was one of the first marshals 
of Atlanta, and was born in the fourth 
ward, near Houston street. 

There was an amendment made to the 
constitution of the society as follows: 

All citizens of good moral character who 
resided in Atlanta, or its suberbs in 1865, or be- 
fore that date, whether then of age or not, 
and who are citizens of Atlanta or its suberbs 
at the time of making aplication for member- 
ship, shall be eligible if otherwise qualified. 

I’. H. Peck made application for mem- 
bership and was duly elected. 

Frank T. Ryan introduced the follow: 
ing resolution: 

Whereas, those who are fully acquainted with 
the early days of Atlanta, and are capable of 
transmitting their recollections of the same to 
writing are growing old and according to the 
laws of nature are dropping off one by one; 
and, 

Whereas, that such may be preserved as it 
would not only be interesting but valuable, 
not only to us pioneers, but would be most 
acceptable to those who have come in later; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That the president at his leisure 
appoint from our society a committee of three, 
those best qualified to do such work, and that 
they be requested to examine such data as 
has already been collected and add such ad- 
ditional as they may deem necessary to make 
it a true and complete history of the earliest 
and later events of the city of Atlanta, that 
it may be printed in book form that those of 
us, as pioneers, as well as the citizens at. large, 
may be able to procure a copy of the same. 

J. C. Peck offered as an amendment 
to the resolution that all members turn 
such memorandum as they possess that 
is of historical value over to the com- 
mittee and that a competent literary’ man 
be employed to compile the matter and 
secure terms upon which it could be pub- 
lished, the compiler to work in conjunc- 
tion with the committee and the histo- 
rian. Considerable discussion arose over 
the resolution, not over its adoption, but 
as to the matter which should be con- 
tained in the book. Anthony Murphy 
thought the historical matter in the hands 
of the historian should be read before the 
society and verified before being printed.

When Oglethorpe returned to America 
early in 1736 he brought with him Charles 
Delamotte and the brothers, Revs. John 
and Charles Wesley. The former is

This he 
cid in December, 1737; and when he closed 
the harrassing chapter of his Georgia 
residence, he opened the way for his 
future triumphs, and for the establish- 
ment of the great order of Methodism, 
whereot, as father and founder, he is ad- 
miringly named. * 

Of the other brother, Rev. Charles Wes- 
ley, we have yet to speak. On his arrival 
in the colony he was almost immediately 
located in Fredtrica, where for a short 
time he served as private secretary to 
Mr. Oglethorpe, and as ministerial supply 
for the settlers. In addition to those 
duties, he also held, from the trustees, 
the cominission of secretary of Indian 
affairs in the province. Thus did he unite 
in his own person the right to equal par- 
ticipation alike in spiritual as in secular 
concerns. This was a‘ grievous mistake, 
and the founder was soon to realize the 
mischievcus effect or the combinaticn. 
As for himself, his natur2 was exactly 
the reverse of that possessed by Mr.

Arrangements for the magnificent mili- 
tary and civie parade in honor of Admiral 
Schley are gving with a rush,,and from 
present indications, the procession will 
eclipse all other efforts in this line ever 
made in Atlanta. 

The military committee having charge 
of the details of the brilliant pageant will 
hold a special meeting this efternoon atl 
o'clock at the city hall, and every mem- 
ber is expected to be present and take 
part in the session. 

The committee now consists of nine- 
teen members, and is one of the strongest 
parts of the generai committee. While a 
new iilitary committee has practically 
been created, the members of the old 
committee are still members of the new 
one, several gentlemen having been added 
to assist these already appointed. 
When the matter of committees came 
up for consideration last Saturday, on 
motion of Colonel W. A. Hemphill, it was 
unanimously decided that all the members 
of the Brumby Day military committee 
should also be members of the Schley Day 
military committee. 

This committee as it now stands is a 
formidable one, and every member is not 
only enthusiastic concerning this ereat 
feature of the celebration, but is also ac- 
tively at work arranging the details for 
the grand pageant. 

It is understood that al] the local mil- 
itary w'll take part in the procession, 
and the various captains of companies in 
Atlanta are thoroughly enthused over the 
celebration. There are 700 men stationed 
at Fort McPherson, and the representa- 
lion from the post will be unusually large. 

It is safe to say that when the proces- 
sion moves from the capitol on Saturday 
morning there will be more men in line 
than participated in any other parade 
ever witnessed on the streets of Atlania. 
Not only will the state and local troops 
show to fine advantage, but it is expected 
that a number of the militia will 
attend from Baltimore to take part in the 
parade and do honor to Admiral Schley, 
the Maryland hero. 
Cheap Rates for Troops. 

The railroads. are co-operating in an 
acmirable manner with the mfMtary com- 
mittee, and it is practically settled that 
the Southern Railway Company will be 
able to make arrangements with several 
of the eastern lines so that the Maryland 
trcops will +e enabled to secure a one- 
cent-a-mile rate. 

While it is a fact that this low rate is 
assured, is it believed that it may bse 
lowered within the next few days. The 
railroad officials already have the matter 
under consideration, and will doubtless do 
everything possible to favor the troops 
in the way of cheap transportation. 

The committee will be notified on this 
point either today or tomorrow, and even 


large 


if it is found impossible to make a lower 
rate than the one reported, the one-cent- 
a-mile fare will be sufficient to enable the 
Maryland troops to come to Atlanta to 
join in the demonstration in honor of 
their state’s heroic son. 

A feature of the big parade will be the 
number of confederate veterans that will 
be in line. Grand Marshal Clement A 
Evans will probably appoint 2 marshal 
for this division today, and strenuous 
effort will be made to have hundreds of 
veterans in the city and south in the pro- 
cession. 

The survivors of the civil war will be 
accorded an excellent position in the line 
of march, and it is confidently expected 
that all the old veterans will turn out to 
dc honor to the great southerner who 
achieved lasting fame in the last Amer- 
ican war of the century. 

General Evans’s circular inviting all 
veterans in this and other states to At- 
lanta to participate in the celebration is 
expected to meet with a ready response. 
Every confederate veteran in line will be 
admitted to the fair grounds free after 
the parade wpon the preseatation of his 
camp badge. Special cars will be pro- 
vided to carry them to the grounds after 
the procession. 

Adjutant General John MacIntesh Kell 
Will be especially invited to take part in 
the procession, and will adi a new touch 
of luster to the oecasion. Colonel Byrd 
Stated last night that a formal invitation 
would be tendered the adjutant general 
today. 

Colonel Byrd is of the opinion that it 
is eminently proper that the executive 
officer of the famous confederate battle- 
Ship Alabama should occupy one of the 
front carriages in the great procession 
and assist in honoring the distinguished 
guest of the city, who likewise won his 
spurs on the high seas. 

It is considered highly probable that 
Adjutant General Kell will accspt the 
invitation of the grand marshal of the 
day and the mig®ary committee, and the 
attendance of one of the greatest heroes 
of the confederate navy will be singularly 
apropos of the occasion, 


The First Acceptance. 


Monday Colone! Byrd was busy sending 
out invitations to various state troops to 
attend and take part in the military and 
civic parade and it is. probable that many 
acceptances will arrive today and to- 
morrow. : 

The first to accept was the Douglas- 
ville cadets. A telegram was received 
from Commandant A. 8S. Branham yes- 
terday stating that his company would 
arrive in the city Saturday morning at 
8:30 o'clock prepared to take posi- 
tion at once in line. 

A number of inquiries were received 
yesterday asking for additional informa- 
tion concerning the parade, and Colonel 
Byrd and two special stenographers were 
Kept busy the entire day sending out 
letters reiterating the requests of the 
telegrams and going more into detail 
about the procession. 

Grand Marshal Evans held several con- 
sultations with Chief of Staff Byrd yes- 
terday and outlined certain matters of 
importance in connection with the mili- 
tary parade. General Evans is hard at 
work attending to the duties of grand 
marshal and every detail is expected to 
have been considered in the next day 
of so. 


All Maryland Troops Invited. 


General Evans kas wired the adjutant 
general of Maryland to invite all tha 
troops of that state to participate in the 
narade here, and yesterday he wired 
Genera] Felix Agnus to assist in the work 
as far as possible.

Atlanta, Ga., October 31, 1899.—General Felix

YOUNG GIRL BEGS FOR WORK 


Daisy Meeks Makes a Plea to the 
Police. 


SHE SAYS SHE WILL STARVE 


Is Only Fifteen and Very Frail—Has 
No Friends and No Money. 
Her Story. 


Yesterday afternoon a frail young gr) 
entered the police barracks and asked to 
see the captain in charge. She was di- 
rected to Captain Jennings, and to him 
she stated that she wanted work to keep 
her from starving on the streets. 

It is not infrequent that petitioners for 
work go to the police authorities, but 
the visitor yesterday afternoon had more 
of the pathetic than usual in her story. 

Daisy Meeks—that was the name the 
young girl gave to the police captain— 
stated she was only fifteen years of age, 
and unless she got work of some kind to 
do at once she would have to lie down 
and starve on the street. _ 

‘There are plenty of good people in the 
city who are always willing and ready 
to help such poor young girls as you 
are,” suggested the officer. 

“Yes, J know that may be true,” was 
the reply, “but I don’t know where cr 
how to find them.” 

Daisy came from near Cedartown sev- 
eral months agg to work ir.a cotton fac- 
tory. So long as the work lasted she 
managed to make a living; but the work 
failed and she was left to shift for, her- 


self. 

Her father and mother are both dead, 
and she says she has no relatives in 
Georgia upon whom she can call for as- 
sistance. 

“T am utterly alone in the world,” she 
said, “and I have no home and no 
friends. My money is all gone and I 
must have work.” 

It was evident the young girl could 
not stand any very hard work, for there 
was a flush of fever on her face, and 
she was too delicate and frail to toll at 
hard labor. But thts made her case all 
the more pitiful. 

She was given © bed for the night in 


one of the female detention wards, and 
the attaches of the barracks provided 
her with supper. An effort will be made 
today to get her work to do.

| STORY OF HUNTER’S SUDBEN DEPARTURE 


| rho Parties Will Not Talk Further 


Than To Say That Charges 
Have Been Made. 


Thomas B. Hunter, auditor of the At- 
lanta and West Point railroad, and of 
the Western Railway of Alabama, hag 
disappeared. 


A partial examination of his books 


'shows a large shortage. No one seems to 
' know where he is. 


The official announcement was made 
yesterday that he had been succeeded by 
E. W. Sells. 

At the same time announcement was 
made of changes in the union ticket office 
at Atlanta. Colonel Albert Howell, union 
ticket agent, and his assistant, Stéve 
Hook, being superseded. 

Lewis J. Hill, the Central’s district pas- 
senger agent, was appointed acting ticket 
agent and he took charge of the union 
office at once. 

Colonel Howell simply stated that he 
was out. He has been ticket agent seven- 
teen years. 

President George C. Smith, of the At- 


‘lanta and West Point, and president of 


the board of control for the union sta- 
tion, said that the road's wanted a change 
in the management of the Atlanta office. 

It seems that Auditor Hunter, who 
handled no money thimself, borrowed from 
the agents at different points and cover- 
ed it up in auditing their reports. There 
was a shortage of $2,300 at LaGrange, for 
example, but the agent there did not 
know it, and was perfectly innocent. At 
different times Hunter sent one of his 
Cerks to LaGrange to check up the 
agent. The clerk was instructed to bring 
back in cash the balance due the com- 
pany. The cash was delivered to Hunter. 

One day the auditor informed the clerk 
that he, the clerk, was short $2,300 and 
made him believe it. Hunter stated that 
if the clerk would make the amount 
good, nothing would be said about it 
and he could hold his place. So the clerk 
went to a feiative, told thim that the 
auditor accused him of being short and 
that he needed $2,300 to Keep from being 
disgraced. The relative came to Atlanta, 
had a talk with Hunter and gave him »#% 
check for $2,300. The auditor promised not 
to say anything about it and agreed to 
give the young man another chance and 
to look after him and take a personal in- 
terest in him. 

‘une auditor kept his word. He cashed 
ihe check and never said anything about 
it. He got $2,300 of the road’s money and 
the other $2,300 too. The original ch ex 
with Hunter's personal indorsement has 
been brought to light. 

‘ine agent at LaGrange has receipts to 
show tnat he is ail mgat and he never 
agreamed of what was going on. 

It is said that the auuitor borrowed 
from dillerent agents and then MmManip- 
ulaied the reports so that the amounts 
were not discovered. 

Here in Alianta the amount due the 
Atianta and West Point road by the 
union ticket offiCe has been charged every 


month and it has been accumuiating for |

grounds, 


seven years. 
the sums due the road by the local agent. 
‘there are twelve of these reports for 
every year and there appears to have 
been no concealment of tue indebtedness, 
because it Was reported every thirty days. 
it amounts to about $19,000. 

“Tom” Hunter, as he was familiarly 
called, was well known. He was a géner- 
ous spender and thad a host of tiriends 
here, in Montgomery and in a number of 
cities. He had been auditor of the West 
Point company for ten years. Prior to 
coming to Atlanta he was with the Nor- 
folk and Western. He was considered a 
very competent accountant and had the 
confidence of his superior officers. 

Hiunter left Atlanta on Friday night, 
October 2th, saying that he was going 
to Virginia to see his wife, who was ill. 
After the left, he communicated with 
Judge H. B. Tompkins and retained the 
judge to represent him and to defend him. 
Mrs. Hunter returned to the city night 
before last. 

Evidently the auditor saw that discov- 
ery was at hand. He knew that an exam- 
ination of the company’s books was about 
to be made. The investigation was started 
early last week, and it was not long 
before the auditor’s manipulations began 
to appear. President Smith was promptly 
informed of the condition of affairs and 
he kept up with the discoveries, but said 
nothing until the examiners had made 
considerable progress in unraveling the 
complications. 

The president would not talk either yes- 
terday or the day before. He said that 
the only news was that some changes 
were contemplated. 

Hunter's friends were shocked by the 
reports yesterday. They thad never dream- 
ed that he was in trouble. Where he js, 
no one seems to know. As he has been 
gone nearly two weeks, he has had abun- 
dant time to get out of the country. He 
was a naiive of Ireland and some think 
that he is on the other side of the At- 
lantic by this time. Directly and indirect- 
ly, the Atlanta and West Point and the 
Western of Alabama roads are under- 
stood to be out about $25,000. 


Without Food for Days. 


Shrieking that a band of assasins at- 
tired like circus riders were trying to mur- 
Henry Beck, thirty-five years 
old, was discovered insane in a barn loft 
in the rear of Snyder's hotel in Atlantic 
City. For three days Beck had hidden 
in the loft in fear. When found he was 
unable to move a single joint from 
rheumatism, the result of his damp hid- 
ing plare. In lucid intervals he said 
he had crawled into the loft to escape 
his imaginary assassins. In the hospital 
Physicians say disease and hunger have 
deranged his mind permanently.
